_Alex Small, an American writer, 
finds that in the Bordeaux wine aris- 
tocracy, the smart thing is to be Eng- 
lish, an affectation of ee before the 
war, a result of decades of commerce 
with London. All the Christian names 
are Knglish—Harry, John, Percy, 
Willy and James. The petit dejeun- 
er is called breakfast. The titzy club 
was the London and Westminster. 
For a grand occasion, one of these 
gentlemen was rigged out in “a chest- 
nut-colored suit with beige spats; in 
short, with an elegance which he im- 
agined specifically English. 

At table, Percy Larouselle, one of 
the luminaries of that firmament,

A Perilous Place to Hold. 


It has been found in past experi- 
ences that for’ an opposition party in 
this country to hold the slight advan- 
tage of control of one’ house of con- 
gress is often more perilous’ than 
profitable.

NEW YORK, Nov, 6.—(NANA)— 
It does not require any fine-spun 
theorizing to figure out the verdict 
of the voters on prohibition. The anti- 
prohibition movement has gained 70 
seats in the house of representatives. 
While there has not been a corre- 
sponding increase in the senate there 
has been no numerical loss, and the 
upper house has gained several em- 
inent members who are opposed to 
bone-dry tyranny. 

So much for the old boast of the 
drys that prohibition is being sup- 
ported at the polls. The dry bloc in 
congress has been considerably whit- 
tled down. It will be reduced still 
further in 1932, and at the present 
rate of progress wé shall be rid of 
the prohibition .experiment in five 
years, 

There is one overwhelming fact in 
the returns that is not shown in the 
actual count of congress seats. In 
four states, with a total population of 
more than 25,000,000, or more than 
a fifth of the number of people in the 
nation, prohibition was repudiated 
emphatically. 

Massachusetts, Illinois and Rhode 
Island expressed their sentiment in 
referenda, and New York turned in 
a record-breaking plurality for an un- 
compromising foe of prohibition, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. And there are also 
the anti-prohibition returns in Ohio 
and New Jersey. 

Add to these the states which have 
previously rejected prohibition at the 
poll, such as Wisconsin, Montana and 
Connecticut, and you find that more 
than a third of the population of the 
Uhited States is actually and posi- 
tively on record against national pro- 
hibition. 

It is all very well for the Bishop 
Cannons to rail against corrupt and 
demoralizing conditions in certain 
parts of the country. People who op- 
pose prohibition must expect to be be- 
rated and slandered. But that does 
not answer the question that has been 
thrown on the screen for every one to 
read: 

How are you going to force this 
law on the country when more than 
40,000,000 people have voted to re- 
peal it? 


KEY URGES CITIZEN 
CONTROL OF GRADY

PITTSBURGH, Pa:, Noy. 6.— 
(NANA)—In the next senate dry 
losses will be counterbalanced by dry 
gains, and wet gains in the house will 
leave the dry strength well above a 
comfortable two-thirds majority. For 
the drys to elect 29 of the 35 chosen 

does not look like a wet election. 

A strong democratic trend due tv 
economic depression and the return 
to a more normal inter-party balance 
following the Hoover landslide, rather 
than a reaction against prohibition, 
were major factors in the increase 
of wet house membership and the de- 
feat of a number of dry senatorial 
nominees, This is indicated by the 
fact that dry democrats as well as wet 
democrats were elected to places now 
held by republicans, 

It is significant that neither in Illi- 
nois, New York, nor apparently any- 
where else was any republican candi- 
dacy helped by a stand for liquor. In 
many outstanding contests republicans 
could not have won had they been 
wet. Many democrats were elected 
in spite of “wetness, and few if any 
republicans were elected because of 
their stand against prohibition. The 
dry cause is non-partisan. 

The loss of dry senators from Ohio 
and Massachusetts was balanced by 
the election of White, Maine; Dick- 
inson, Iowa; Davis, Pennsylvania, 
and Long, Louisiana. The re-elec- 
tion of Walsh, democrat, in Montana, 
and Hastings, republican, in Dela- 
ware, both of whom faced vicious wet 
attacks, shows that these two, as well 
as many other candidates, were helped 
more than hurt by their dry records. 

The importance of the democratic 
trend as a determining factor is shown 
by the election of White, a dry, for 
governor of Ohio, on the same ticket 
with Bulkley, wet senatorial candi- 
date. The failure of Morrow to de- 
velop the majority expected is a fur- 
ther indication of the democratic tide. 
Wherever candidates were either both 
wet or both dry the advantage was 
uniformly on the democratic side. New 
York and Illinois are examples. 

The campaign of the wets has re- 
vealed their real objective to be “re- 
peal,” which means the return of the . 
saloon or some equally objectionable 
form of the liquor traffic. On this 
issue the wets will be unable to hold 
many they now claim. In their ex-

For Charity Only. : 

Under such a trusteeship, Mr. Key 
declared, Grady hospital would be 
operated absolutely as a charitable 
institution.

After selling off to 11.22 early.

March closed at 
11.75, with the general market clos- 
ing barely steady at net declines of 
» to 13 points. 

The opening was barely steady at 
a decline of 1 to 6 points under 
overnight selling orders and prices 
showed net losses of about 8 to 10 
points right after the cal¥ with new 
December selling off to 10.81 and 
May at 11.44. These prices seemed 
to bring in a little more trade buying 
while there was not a great deal of 
southern selling and the market stead- 
ied up later in the morning. on buying 
which was said to include some re- 
placing of spot sales in the south. 


The early losses were just about re- 
covered but the demand tapered off 
on the bulge and the market weakened 
again during the afternoon when there 
appeared to be some Wall Street sell- 
ing which may have been connected 
with the unsettled ruling of the early 
afternoon stock market. The decline 
led to reselling by some of the early 
buyers, apparently, and there was a 
little more southern selling here dur- 
ing the late trading. December broke 
to 10.77 and May to 11.41. under 
the pressure and closing quotations 
were within a point or two of the 
lowest.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 6.—(®)— 
Pre-bureau liquidation was again the 
dominating influence in today’s com- 
paratively quiet cotton market. There 
was also not a little short selling’ by 
professional traders willing to take the 
chance of the government crop fore- 
cast proving larger than general ex- 
pectations.

000 in the year ended June 30, to a 
total of nearly $28,485,000,000, the 
highést figure on record, the American 
Banks Association announced today. 

‘This contrasts with a loss of $195,- 
405,000 in the year ended June 30, 
1929. The total number of depositors 
reported was 52,769,175, a gain of 
5,048 over last year. 

W. Espey Albig, deputy manager of 
the association, explained the rise in 
part on the basis of conditions in in- 
dustry and employment. 

“When conditions in industry and 
employment are not satisfactory,” he 
said, “there is a tendency on the part 
of those whose income is derived large- 
ly from wages to go to extreme lengths 
in safeguarding themselves financially. 
They desposit most of their income in 
the savings departments of banks. If

Nation Extends 
Belated Honor 
To Rickenbacker 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(4)— 
America’s Wogld War ace—Captain 
Edward V. Rickenbacker—today was 
presented by President Hoover with 
the congressional medal of honor, 
highest military award of the gov- 
ernment. * ~ 

A chilling wind blew across Bolling 
field and a group of officials and 
fliers looked on as the chief executive 
looped over the shoulders of the flyer 
the decoration voted to him at the 
last session of cengress. 

Although he is credited with 26 vic- 
tories on the western front, more 
than any other American flyer, Cap- 
tain Rieckenbacker's citation specified 
only one of his many clashes. 

“While ona voluntary patrol over 
the land,” the citation read by Major 
General Fechet, chief of the army air 
corps, said, “Lieutenant Rickenbacker 
attacked seven enemy plan’s (five 
type Fokker, protecting -two type 
Halberstadt). Disregarding the odds 
against him, he dived on them and 
shot down one of the Fokkers out of 
control. He then attacked one of the 
Halberstadts and sent it down also.” 

In presenting the medal, President 
Hoover pointed out that Rickenback- 
er’s feats were when the flying of 
airplanes was more hazardous than 
today. . The chief executive said: 
“Your record is an outstanding one 
for skill and bravery, and is a source 
of pride to your comrades and your 
countrymen,” 

e ceremony was aitended' by 
veterans of the 94th squadron which 
Rickenbacker led in France and pres- 
ent members of the squadron. 

The ‘president in presenting the 
medal said : 

“Captain Rickenbacker. in the name 
of the congress of the United States, 
I take great pleasure in awarding you 
the congressional medal of honor, our 
country’s highest decoration for con- 
spicuous gallantry _and_ intrepidity 
above and beyond the call of duty in 
action. At a stage in the develop- 
ment of aviation when the flying of 
airplanes was a much more hazard- 
ous undertaking than if is today, you 
were_achieving victories which made 
you the universally recognized ace of 
aces of the American forces. Your 
record is an outstanding one for skill 
and bravery, and is a source of pride 
to your comrades and your counfry- 
men 

“y hope that your gratification in 
receiving this medal of honor will be 
as keen as mine in bestowing it. May 
you wear it during many years of 
happiness and continued usefulness 
to your country.”
